How the Crazed Empress’ Curse Came

to a Fulfillment.

Genernl Nenrlco d* Almonte was from
1803 to 1800 the ambassndor of Em
peror Muximillag of Mexlco to the
cotrt of Napoleon 1L I'he most Inter-
esting nud woest patherle epltode o
which D'Almonte was o witoness atd
which 18 vividly describied In his
memolrs 18 the meeting Hetween the
scheming French emperor and Mol
milian's wife, the benutiful and ambl-
tious Carlotta, who shortly before the
catastrophe nt Queretnro had come to
Paris to Invoke Napoleon’s ald for the
tottering throne of her husbamd. HBot
Napoleon I1l.. who for his own per-
fidions purposes had by promises aod
allurements Induced Maximllian, then
archduke of Austrin, to accept the “re-
stored” throne of Monteztinn, falth-
lessly abandoned the unfortunite
prince to his croel fate as soon ns be
realized his schemes to be Impractica-
ble.

Even at her arrival In Parls Carlot-
ta's mind was alrendy In such n high
state of Irritation that it was deemed
advisable to have General d'Almonte
at her glde durlng the meeting with Na-

poleon, whish took place In the em-,

press' apartments at the Grand Hotel
de Paris.

Whnt lends special Interest to that
Interview Is the fact that the empress,
crazed by desperntion and fear for her
husband's safety and by Napoleon's
ungympathetie attitude, hurled a enrse
at the latter whieh {n tHme was Indeed
fulfilled to the very letter,

“The empress,” says Genernl d'Al-
monte, “plended, partly on her knees
and In the most beseeching terme, with
the stony Freschman to no avall. Then
it was that I witnessed the most har-
rowing and denmntie scene of my life.
Frantle with grief nnd excltement, the
empreas, with drawn month and finsh-
Ing eyes, sprang to ber fect, extending
both her hands toward the retrenting
empoeror,

““Leave me, gshe yelled In a volee
which eut throngh me llke a sword—
lenve me, but go Inden with my cume
—the same curse that God hurled at
the first murderer. May your own
honse and throne perish amid Hames
and blood, nnd when you are humbled
fn the dust, powerless and disgraced,
then shall the angel of revenge trum-
pet into your ears the names of Maxl-
milian and Carlottal' ™

At Bedan and by the revolution In
Paris Sept. 4, 1870, the unbappy Car-
lotta's curse was fulfilled to the lettér.

Strength of Rings.

* Bome elaborate caleulutions, backed
by experiments, have been made In
England to determine the breaking
strength of rings. It appears thet o
ring of ductile metal, like malleable
fron, will be pulled out Into the form
of n long link before it hrenks and that
the ultimate strength of the ring Is
virtually Iodependent of lis dinmeter,
Fracture finally occurs ns the result of
nlmost pure tenslon, and the resistance
to breaking Is n lttle less than twice
that of n rod of the same ¢ross section
subjected to an straight pull, As the
ring Increases In dinmeter there ap-
pears to be a slight approach townrd
equinlity, with double the strength of
a bar. Thus a three Inch ring, made
of three-gquarter Inch iron, broke at
nineteen and one-half tons, a four inch
ring at nloeteen nand ninetenihs tons
and a slx inch ring at twenty tons, the
ptrength of A bar of the same matnl
being ten and one-half tons.
